Please Be Nice to Your Garbage Mail 
-They're Scarce, The Borough Warns 



Good garbage collectors are at 
a premium these days and Nar- 
berth Borough intends to hold on- 
to her man even if they have to 
don kid gloves for the duration of 
the war. 

He is Sydney J. Wallace, lives 
near Conshohocken, and is doing 
a "generally satisfactory" job, ac- 
cording to a report made by Rob- 
ert M. Cameron, charman of the 
water, light and health committee 
of the Borough. 

Since January 17 a record of 
complaints has been kept in the 
Borough office which reveals more 
cofnplaints about how residents 
are putting out their garbage than 
how Wallace is picking it up. So, 
just to keep Wallace happy and 
his pigs in good health several 
suggestions are being made to the 
residents: 

1. Don't try and play hide-and- 
go-seek with your garbage collec- 
tor. He complains that some gar- 
bag* buckets are concealed in the 
strangest places, some hidden be- 
hind garages, some in cellar and 
some in shrubbery. 

2. Don't endanger your garbage 
man's good health. One complaint 
he made last week was that one 



of his customers insisted upon ty- 
ing her dog to the garbage tin. 
"And he' wasn't friendly, either-" 
Wallace added. 

3. Respect your garbage collec- 
tor's pigs because that's what 
keeps him going. Wallace explains 
that pigs can't digest glass, tin 
and other metallic substances. 
Also, that their not particularly 
fond of paper and, anyway, 4t 
should be salvaged. 

The committee thinks that the 
answer to why some residents have 
not had their garbage collected 
may be found in these suggestions. 

Just to show the taxpayers that 
they are keeping an eye on the 
collector the committee reported 
they were deducting $50 off the 
former collector's bill because lie 
failed to make proper collections 
during December of 1943.

May 8. In states outside the East Coast area, A-10 coupons are good 
through March 21. 

Tire Inspection Deadlines— For A-coupon holders, March 31, and 
for B and C coupon holders, February 28. 

SURar — Stamp No. 30 in Book Four is good for Ave pounds 
through March 31. Stamp No. 40 in Book Four is good for five 
pounds of canning sugar through February 28, next year.

An additional 54 million pounds of raisins from the 1943 pack is 
being released for U. S. civilian use, by WFA. This action makes 336 
million pounds of raisins released to civilians from the 1943 pack.

Rather than make loans for purchase of farm 
land at inflated prices. Farm Security Administration county commit- 
tees have been instructed by FSA to turn back their money.

Maximum 
prices for producers' sales of the 1944 broomcorn crop will be the same 
as for the 1943 crop, $300 a ton for "shed-cured" broomcorn and $250 
foi all other broomcorn.

The new section cost a mijlion 
and a half dollars and will benefit 
approximately 50.000 war workers 
who travel from Philadelphia to 
industrial plants alone the Dela- 
ware River. 

County. State nnd Federal of- 
ficials took part in opening cere- 
monies that were planned by the 
Delaware County Chamber of 
Commerce, Judge Albert Dutton 
MacDade of Delaware County 
Court, who as a State Senator in 
1923 introduced a bill authorizing 
construction of the highway, cut a 
ribbon with a pair of engraved 
shears. Opening of the highway 
relieved a bottleneck that has 
caused traffic .lams almost daily 
lasting from 15 to 40 minutes. 

Cost of the Industrial Highway 
is being borne by the Federal Gov- 
ernment and State. Delaware 
County was freed from any ex- 
penditures when State Represent- 
ative Arthur P. Bretherick, now 
county register of wills and chair- 
man of the Republican County 
Committee, introduced a bill in 
the 1943 session of the State Leg- 
islature relieving the County of 
condemnation costs amounting to 
more than ,$100,000. 

The section of road dedicated 
is 1.38 miles long and includes a 
bridge over Crum Creek as well 
as the Darby Creek span.

Haverford Township is puttine 
forth every effort to aid in the 
especially waste paper and pre- 
pared tin cans. 

Residents should tie in bundles 
all newspapers and magazines and 
place on the curb with other trash 
on regular collection days. Place 
all prepared tin cans in a separate 
container and they will also be 
collected at the same time. Pre- 
pared tin cans may also be taken 
to the public grade schools where 
they will be collected by Town- 
ship trucks. 

The Township incinerator is not 
being used temporarily except at 
certain intervals to burn up some 
excess trash. All the paper is taken 
to the dump where it is gathered, 
baled and sent to paper mills. 

The prepared cans are stored in 
a dry place until a freight car is 
placed on the railroad siding, then 
we transfer the cans to the freight 
car and they go immediately to a 
detinninc plant. This means extra 
time and work for the township 
employes.

There may be middle-arch 
spread and the shoes pinch. 

Corns and callosities are com- 
ing back. 

These are devloped from pres- 
sure or friction. 

If the pressure is over a small 
area a callosity results. 

There are two types of corns — 
hard and soft. 

Hard corns are usually on out- 
er and upper parts of the toes. 

Soft corns appear between the 
toes where the skin is moist. 

Some infection is usually pres- 
ent with soft corns. 

When new shoes are available, 
be sure they fit.

It is advantageous to have pe- 
riodic examinations. 

Examinations offer .mental re- 
p:\surance to worried patients. 

Then there are indifferent pa- 
tients at the other extreme. 

They refuse to take after-treat- 
ment seriously. 

They are headed for added ill- 
ness and usually early death. 

Mental treatment remains a 
vital necessity, after tuberculosis.
